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CONYERS BLASTS ADMINISTRATION FOR AIDING ACCUSED AMERICAN

As evidenced by the actions of accused American Taliban John Walker
Lindh’s attorneys, the Justice Department’s position has strengthened the legal position of those
charged with serious crimes.  This truly marks a sad day in this country’s legal history.  As local
law enforcement officials work feverishly to lock-up criminals, this Administration shows them
the way out the backdoor.”
